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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Re claim 1, the independent claim includes " a heel pad extending across the bottom of 
the heel block and the arch " in combination with the remaining claim limitation is not taught 
and/or made obvious by the prior art. As depicted in fig. 3, Viano et al., considered closest to 
related art, teaches an outer flesh/skin (94). Viano et al., a simulative bone assembly including 
an elongated tibia body (57), and ankle piece (e.g., combination of ball (84) and socket 
(85))(Col. 5, lines 28-31) at the bottom end of the tibia body (57), a heel block (e.g., foot 
assembly 92) bonded to the ankle piece (e.g., combination of ball (84) and socket (85)). Viano et 
al. does not teach a heel pad extending across the bottom of the heel block and the arch. 
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4. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
